“I swam 
around, but was wearing a big over- 
coat which soon began to pull me 
down. After that I clung to the 
side of the half submerged ma- 
chine with the other passengers un- 
til we were picked up. We were 
huddling together on the tail of the 
machine which wag the only part, 
except a small portion of the front, 
which was above water. I don’t 
think I will travel in the air again.’’ 

Miss Bonney, who also was 
drenched, described their rescue as 
a miracle.

U. S. Embassy Is Damaged. 


The American embassy resi- 
dence was damaged, the windows 
being blown in and two phrtitions 
blown down. Ambassador Crow- | 
der passed the night and day at 
a hotel. The staffs of both em- 
bassy and consulate weathered the 
storm without harm, except that 
they had to seek new quarters. 

Brief reports from various places 
in Havana province indicate the 
widespread destruction of the gale. 

In Havana itself damage to the 
extent of $5,000,000 was suffered in 
wrecked shipping and warehouses.

Mrs. Holmes had been recuperat- 
ing at the home of her father, since 
she gave birth to a child ten days 
ago. Her husband, on leave from 
Fort Sill, was also visiting at the 
house. After interviewing her 
nurse and relatives, Coroner Ram- 
sey Nevitt last night issued a certi- 
ficate of suicide. According to Dr. 
Nevitt, Mrs. Holmes as been suf- 
fering from acute melancholia since 
the birth of her child, and had been 
subject to numerous spells of de- 
pression.

That this rule works 
a terrible hardship on the nurses 
is best described by the remarks of 
one graduate nurse who exclaimed, 
“You can’t keep a woman from talk- 
ing.”’ 

There are other rules, too. The 
familiar sight of white and blue 
dressed nurses, moving between the 
hospital, nurses’ home and private 
dwellings is gone forever. 

No nurse is permitted outside the 
hospital or nurses’ home, garbed in 
the clothes of her profession. Both 
Student and graduate nurses are 
compelled to dress in the nurses’ 
home before going on duty and the 
little ‘‘bridge of sighs,’’ connecting 
the hospital with the second floor of 
the nurses’ home, has become so 
jammed with nurses going to and 
from the hospital at shift time that 
one hospital official fears a ‘‘traf- 
fic’’ officer or stop signs will be- 
come the vogue. 

These are only a few of the new 
rules, there are many more, and 
others are coming. Some of the 
nurses threaten to go to other hos- 
pitals.

The soviet government of Russia 
has expelled from that country the 
American representative of the 
Young Men’s Christian association 
without explaining the reason for 
its actions. 

Officials of the national council 
of the Y. M. C. A., in announcing 
this today, said they considered the 
action as a complete expulsion of 
their organization from Russia. 


Their representative, H. D. Ander- 
son, a Y. M. C. A. secretary, who 
had beeg directing physical educa- 
tion in Russia, was forced out of 
the country and his property con- 
fiscated. He had been working di- 
rectly in co peration with the soviet. 

The soviet has not taken any ac- 
tion against the Young Women’s 
Christiah association. Miss Edith 
Gates, of Scranton, Pa., a Y. W. ¢ 
A. secretary, who went to Moscow 
last summer to represent her asso- 
ciation in working with Mr. Ander- 
son, informed her headquarters 
that she had not been ordered from 
the country. Replying to h.*,mes- 
sage asking whether she would re- 
main and continue her ‘work, offi- 
cials of the Y. W. C.°A. replied, 
“Use your own judgment.” Miss 
Gates’ vise does not expire for an- 
other month.

AGENT'S PROPERTY HELD’ IN GIL PATIENT'S DEATH 


Reason for Action !s Not Told;, Ermil “Frenchy” Belanescu, | 


Who Posed as a Doctor, 
Held Guilty by Jury. 


SENTENCE 1 TO 20 YEARS) 


Cleveland, Ohio, Oct. 21 (By A. 
P. “Frenchy” Balanescu, 
.young drug clerk sat In county jail 
here tonight under sentence of 1 to 
20 years in Mansfield reformatory, 
for administering potions which 
caused the fatal poisoning of his 
sweetheart, Dorothy Elizabeth Kirk: 

“‘Frenchy’s” trial ona manslaugh- 
ter charge, which lasted nearly two 
weeks, came to an abrupt end this 
afternoon when a jury of six men 
and six women found him guilty 
after deliberating 3% hours. Within 
15 minutes sentence had been pro- 
nounced and the youth was back in 
jail to await his trip to the reforma- 
tory. 

Dorothy Kirk died in a hospital, 
August 22. When ‘‘Frenchy’’ met 
her last spring she was suffering 
from a stomach disorder. The State 
charged that her youthful suitor, 
posing as a doctor, gave her various 
medicines while her health grad- 
ually failed. 

After her death police found in 
Dorothy’s rooms some pills which 
Balanescu admitted buying. at a 
drug store. The coroner’s autopsy 
showed that the girl had been tak- 
ing these pills and that they con- 
tained a poison which produced her 
death. 

The defense of Balanescu was 
that he never knowingly gave the 
girl any poison and that he lied to 
her about being a doctor only ‘‘be- 
e*--tse he loved her and wanted her 
to think he was somebody.”

HIGH PRESSURE FIRE SYSTEM. 

Preliminary surveys locking to a comprehen- 
sive high pressure water supply system for the 
downtown business district have begn practi- 
cally completed and a full report will be ready 
for submission when Congress convenes. This 
is a question of vital concern to the National 
Capital. Washington will not possess an ade- 
quate fire-fighting system covering its con- 
gested section until the existing reservoir is 
supplemented with a modern pumping plant. 

At its last session Congress took notice of 
the needs of Washington in this respect by ap- 
propriating a sum to meet the expenses of a 
committee to investigate and report upon the 
desirability and feasibility of providing the pro- 
v0sed additional system. That committee, com- 
posed of experts, has been applying itself dili- 
gently and intelligently to the task assigned it. 
The plan to be proposed is designed solely for 
fire fighting and would not contemplate an in- 
creased demand upon the present system. It 
is proposed to erect a modern high pressure 
pumping station in the vicinity of the Tidal ba- 
sin. Separate mains would be laid traversing 
the congested business district and these, fed 
by the pumping station, would afford an 
extraordinary supply of water in event of a 
serious fire, without interfering with the sup- 
ply or pressure in other parts of the city. 

Experts point out that with the proposed ad- 
dition to local fire-fighting machinery residen- 
tial sections, and outlying business districts 
likewise, would be afforded added protection 
against danger. Under existing conditions 
when a big fire breaks out downtown, engines 
from residential districts are called in to aid. 
This results in inadequate protection elsewhere 
by withdrawing engines entirely from large sec- 
tions of the city. This would not be necessary 
with the establishment of a high pressure sys- 
tem down town. 

The business district of Washington has 
grown enormously in recent years. The vol- 
ume of business has expanded and values of 
stocks carried by local merchants run into mil- 
lions of dollars. Instead of old-time three and 
four story buildings, department stores and 
other business establishments run up to eight 
stories; office buildings and hotels higher. All 
these are entitled to the best possible protec- 
tion against fire, and that can not be given un- 
der present fire-fighting conditions. For 25 
years those in authority have urged adop- 
tion of this new system. It should be installed 
without further delay, and there is little doubt 
that Congress will provide the necessary funds 
as soon as complete plans and specifications are 
submitted. 


CHILDREN OF THE REVOLUTION, 


The Sons of the American Revolution and 
the Daughters of the American Revolution last 
Tuesday each lost one of the remaining handful 
of children whose fathers fought for inde- 
pendence. The son was Henry A. Burlingame, 
of Pawtucket, R.I., and the daughter was Mrs. 
Sarah Bosworth Bradway, of Eastport, Conn. 

Esek Burlingame, father of Henry, was born 
in Gloucester, R. I., in 1765, and was too young 
at the time of the war to enlist. The family 
was represented in the continental army by a 
brother. The latter became ill, however, and 
returned home, whereupon Esek, at the age of 
13, shouldered a musket and took his 
place in the war for freedom. He served in his 
brother’s uniform, and carried his papers. Al- 
though for that reason the name of Esek Bur- 
lingame does not appear on any roster, the 
story has been authenticated by the Rhode 
Island Historical society. He was married 
three times, and of his 21 children 11 
were by his third wife, Asenath. Henry 
was the youngest of this union, being born 
when his father was 82 and his mother 47. He 
died at the age of 81. 

Mrs. Bradway was 108 years old, and, so far 
as known, was-the oldest person in New Eng- 
land. Her father, Allen Bosworth, enlisted in 
the Continental army in 1778. 

Time dealt kindly with these two children of 
revolutionary sires. They came of a sturdy 
and long-lived stock—-the true stuff of the re- 
public.

The mills of the South and Southeastern At- 
lantic seaboard have both water transportation 
and proximity to raw materials, making it more 
nearly possible for them to compete with 
foreign steel manufacturers ip the American 
markets. But even these advantages may not 
be sufficient to overcome the difference in 
wages. 

For these reasons, the iron and steel mills of 
the South and in Maryland and eastern Penn- 
sylvania form the first line of defense against 
foreign invasion. Therefore the iron and steel 
industry in that section is keenly alive to the 
need of adequate tariff protection. 


TARIFF POLICY. 


Now that the American financiers signing the 
famous tariff manifesto have specifically dis- 
claimed that the manifesto was intended to 
recommend a change in the United States 
tariff, the document is examined with refer- 


ence solely to European conditions. The argu- 


ments which were so offensive to common 
sense when applied to the United States are 
undoubtedly logical when applied to Europe. 
The New York Times suggests that ‘‘it is prob- 
able that our bankers did not closely attend 


to the document which they signed.’’ Perhaps 


they will be more careful in future. It is due 
to the besotted public, which these bankers are 


eager to educate, that the bankers should at 
least distinguish between the two hemispheres. 

The tariff policy of European states and the 
tariff policy of the United States are as differ- 
ent as day and night. In a bungling manner 
the bankers’ manifesto attempts to make this 
fact plain; but by failing to indicate whether 
the observations were intended to apply to the 
United States or Europe the manifesto be- 
clouded the subject. The press and public 
now perceive what the bankers were driving 
at, assuming that the bankers are acting in 
full good faith in disavowing any intention to 
advocate reduction of the American tariff. 

Europe, composed of small states with in- 
sufficient resources, has not merely erected 
absurdly high tariff walls, but has placed all 
sorts of handicaps upon commerce among 
those states. The conditions which induce the 
United States to maintain a protective tariff 
do not exist in Europe. The United States has 
within itself the richest market in the world, 
which it would be foolish to present to others 
as a gift; while Europe has no such market. 
Within the American market:there is absolute 
free trade} within Europe there are dozens of 
obstructive tariffs and commercial impedi- 
ments. America is one vast whole, protected 
from outside assault; Europe is divided into 
watertight and noncommunicating compart- 
ments. 

It is the object of the Franco-German ac- 
cord to do away with the barriers to commerce 
in Europe; to build up mags production by co- 
operation among the industrials of the various 
countries; to combine the.raw materials of 
one country with the manufacturing resources 
of another, to the advantage of both. The 
agreement reached by Messrs. Briand and 
Stresemann at Thoiry is fundamentally eco- 
nomic, having for its object the knitting to- 
gether of European energies for the common 
good. Out of the arrangement it is hoped that 
Europe as°’a whole will become a producer on 
a world scale. 

Americans look with favor upon the coopera- 
tion of Europeans for their own welfare. The 
creation of great industrial trusts in Europe 
does not scare Americans. The Yankeés will- 
ingly look forward to keen competition in the 
world’s markets. They know that Europe, by 
becoming a great producer, will also become a 
great consumer. When Europe’s unemployed 
are again busy at good wages they will become 
consumers, and’ America stands ready to sup- 
ply them with what they need, at standard 
rates for sterling goods. As for the-world 
market, the United States is in a position to 
face any competitor, thanks to its protective 
tariff, which reserves the best and biggest mar- 
ket of all for Americans. 

The advice which the bankers’ manifesto 
gives to Europe is in harmony with what 
France and Germany are trying to accomplish. 
The same advice, given to the United. States, 
would be silly, and it is to the credit of the 
American bankers concerned that they immedi- 
ately disavowed any intention to tender this 
advice to Americans. 

It is by building up Europe, not by tearing 
down America, that the world will be served. 
Let Europe as a Whole copy the United States 
by establishing free trade within its borders 
and then protecting the home market it will 
have created. Americans will never complain 
against a general tariff in Europe, if’ Europe 
as a whole establishes free trade within it- 
self and thereby creates a big home market 
served by well-paid workers. Europeans will 
then not only buy what they need from 
America but they will have the money with 
which to buy it.. : } 

Protective tariffs will not interfere with 
trade between the United States and Europe. 
The American tariff has) not prevented the 
growth of trade with Europe, which is now 
larger than. ever. The United States in the 
last fiscal year purchased more commodities 
from Norway, Great Britain, Irish Free State, 
Belgium, France, Germany,,the Netherlands, 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, Hungary and Switz-. 
erland than it purchased in 1925. So much 
for the assertion that the tariff prevents Eu- 
rope from selling goods and paying its debts 
to the United States. , 


THE MARLOWE MEMORIAL.

on Christopher Marlowe, not only as the au- 
thor of the plays and poems which are un- 
doubtedly his, but also as the collaborator with 
Shakespeare in some of the historical dramas 
which go under the name of Shakespeare 
alone, that many of his admirers’ in this coun-

“mighty line” dn his native city of Canterbury.

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the monument has in its pedestal four niches, 
each of which was meant to contain a statuette 
of one of Marlowe’s leading characters, but 
only one, that of Tamburlaine, was actually 
executed. The other three niches are still 
empty, to the shame both of artistry and of 
scholarship. 

The defect is, however, about to be repaired. 
At a recent meeting of the Elizabethan Liter- 
ary society, held in London, the new president, 
Dr. F. 8. Boas, reminded the members that at 
the last of the society’s suppers in 1925 the 
former president, the late Sir Sidney Lee, 
started a movement for the completion of the 
memorial, and that for that purpose a com- 
mittee was formed and an appeal was issued 
for funds. Since then considerable progress 
has been made, and the committee, with a 
certain amount of money in hand and the co- 
operation of Charles Hartwell, R. A., a sculp- 
tor who was a pupil of Onslow Ford, hopes to 
be able soon to carry out the original plan in 
its entirety. 

It is eminently fitting that the ancient city 
of Canterbury should have a public monument 
to one of its most distinguished sons. It will 
attract many visitors from the shires of Eng- 
land and from overseas to pay homage to him 
who first showed in his tragedies the potenti- 
alities of which English blank verse is capable, 
and in “Hero and Leander” demonstrated what 
a flexible instrument the heroic couplét is 
when it falls into the proper hands. And one 
may rest assured that frequent reference will 
be made before the memorial to ‘‘the face that 
launched a thousand ships” and to the dead 
shepherd’s saw of might, ‘‘Who ever loved, 
that loved not at first sight?’’ 


FUR-BEARING ANIMALS, 


According to a statement of the head of the 
biological bureau of the Department of Agri- 
culture al] fur-bearing animals need proper 
protection if their numbers are to be main- 
tained and good fur is to be produced. The 
value of the annual catch of fur-bearing ani- 
mals in the United States 25 years ago was 
about $25,000,000. Today it is estimated at 
$60,000,000; and even this figure probably 
would have been exceeded if the supply had 
been maintained. . 

All States having fur-bearing animals with- 
in their borders, as well as Canada, have laws 
regulating trapping and shipping; and the De- 
partment of Agriculture is of the opinion that 
trappers, fur tradesmen, legislative commit- 
tees, conservation societies and others con- 
cerned in maintaining the stocks of fur-bear- 
ing animals and the fur supply should coop- 
erate more effectively. 

Since the days of the Dutch West Indies Co. 
and the Hudson Bay Co., the United States 
has furnished the London market with a large 
share of its stock of furs. For 200 years the 
Hudson Bay Co. has had a monopoly of the 
North American fur business. In 1834 it was 
thought the supply of furs in the United States 
had been practically exhausted, so great had 
been the slaughter. However, several States 
enacted protective laws, and sales of many 
varieties of skins to the London market steadi- 
ly increased. But greater care must now be 
exercised if the supply of fur-bearing animals 
is to be saved from annihilation.

THE NEW CATHODE RAY. 


Public interest in the discovery of a new 
cathode ray by Dr. W. D. Coolidge, assistant di- 
rector of the research laboratories of the Gen- 
eral Electric Company, bids fair to eclipse that 
aroused a little over a year ago by the Eng- 
lishman, H. Grindell Matthews, in announcing 
the discovery of a so-called death ray. Unlike 
the other discovery, however, the Coolidge ray 
is accepted by science, and although little is 
known as yet regarding its application to 
therapeutics and industry, apparently it is apt 
to prove even more valuable to humanity than 
radium or the X-ray. 

To a certain extent the generation of the new 
ray resembles the functioning of the X-ray. 
tube. Properly these are not rays in the gen- 
erally accepted sense of a ray of light. They 
consist rather of a stream of tiny electrical par- 
ticles, called electrons, tumbling after each 
other from the tube at a speed of 150,000 miles 
a second, or about eight-tenths the speed of 
light. In the X-ray tube the electrons are 
driven from the filament against a tungsten 
target from which rebound the X-rays. In the 
new tube, a nickel screen replaces the tungsten 
target, through which the cathode rays filter. 
The present tube produces as many rays as 
could be obtained from a ton of radium, which 
would cost, if obtainable, $100,000,000,000. 

Many’ interesting phenomena have been 
noticed upon the exposure of common articles 
to the Coolidge ray. The ear of a rapbit, ex- 
posed for one-fifth of a second, lost its hair, and 
seven weeks were required for a new growth 
to come in. The other ear, when exposed for a 
full second, grew new hair, though longer and 
of a different color, in two weeks. Bacteria, in- 
sects, and mice have been killed quickly on ex- 
posure. Under bombardment from the dis- 
charge of the tube, lime becomes luminous and 
glows with a bright orange color. - While this 
glow ceases immediately when the exposure is 
stopped, calcite, or iceland spar, retains the 
orange luminosity for several hours after ex- 
posure. Under the influence of the Coolidge 
ray, castor oil changes to a solid, sugar turns to 
an acid, and acetylene gas deposits several 
grams of a brown powder which chemists have 
been unable to identify. 

Little fear need be felt that the Coolidge ray 
may be converted into a death ray for destruc- 
tion of cities and armies. At 350,000 volts, the 
‘highest to which the tube has been subjected 
so far, the range is only about two feet.: With 
higher voltages, according to the inventor, this 
range could be increased somewhat, but the 
highest conceivable voltage could not possibly 
project the rays over a few yards, As an in- 
éstrument of industry and medicine, however, 
the new ray promises to be valuable.

A Music Esplanade. 

To the Editor of The Post-——sir: 
Even with all its recreational facil- 
ities, Washington, the nation’s 
Capital, does not aflord the people 
an adequate, central, outdoor facil- 
at they, in large numbers, 
can regularly enjoy, while comfort. 
ably seated, for a small pittance, 
the music of the national bands. 
The Capitol steps are hard and the 
ground in the parks, &c., where 
concerts are held, is often damp, 
and soils the clothing. The music 
is now ofttimes drowned out dur- 
ing concerts by the noise of traffic. 

Is not now a good time for the 
city planners to consider the erec- 
tion of an esplanade devoted to mu- 
sic, worthy of the Capital of a na- 
tion? An ideal site would seem to 
be in the area between the Capitol 
and the Union station, which they 
are soon to convert into a park. This 
location ought to be ideal in that it 
is flanked by numerous buildings 
which could serve as_ sounding 
boards and aid in keeping the music 
in a prescribed zone. This might 
aid in overcoming the present diffi- 
culty experienced in hearing the 
bands at any .considerable distance 
at some of the stands where there 
are no nearby walls to stop the 
waves of music. 

The erection of a_ bandstand 
equipped with the best acoustic 
properties of the age would not be 
amiss ina nation’s Capital. Sur- 
round this with an area provided 
with comfortable chairs or benches 
sufficient in number to seat several 
thousands of persons. This area in 
turn surround with wide, well- 
lighted walks for promenading 
purposes. The site selected should 
be some distance from traffic lanes 
so that the music could be heard. 

Many foreign capitals provide 
outdoor music centers. These are 
equipped with comfortable chairs, 
the use of which can be obtained 
from a custodian for a pittance for 
a stated period. No one is allowed 
to use these seats at any time with- 
out paying for the privilege. 
Foreign capitals provide Sunday 
concerts in these centers. Foreign- 
ers in Washington promenading 
on Sundays feel lost without the 
concomitant afternoon and even- 
ing concerts. Washington does not 
provide regular free public outdoor 
Sunday concerts. This in spite of 
the fact that every one is free to 
enjoy music on that day. Music is 
apparently not classed as an impor- 
tant soothing Sunday recreation in

Smithsonian Experts 


Survey Utah Fossils} 


Dr. Charles E. Resser and Er- 
win R. Pohl, Smithsonian paleon-+ 
tologists, have just returned from 
an extensive field work tour of Utah 
and Montana, where they examined 
fossil deposits of the earliest known 
animal life on earth, dating back 
between one and two billions of, 
vears. 

These fossils are found in the 
Cambrian rocks. They consist 
mainly of trilobites—-a crustacean 
line which became extinct about the 
time the coal measures were de- 
posited. Their closest modern re- 
are the’ brine shrimps, 
abundant in the Great Salt lake and 
in the Dead sea. A billion and a half 
years ago these trilobites were the 
dominant life in the sea. Up to the 
present time about 2,000 different 
Kinds of them are known.

Dinosaurs Had Toothache, 
_ Moore Tells Osteopaths T0fiMi 


The giant prehistoric mammoth 
suffered from toothache the same 
as we, and many other disease forms 
now common can be traced back 
millions of years, Dr. Riley D. 
Moore, of this city, declared yester- 
day at the opening meeting of the 
seventh annual convention of the 
Middle Atlantic States Osteopathic 
association in the Washington hotel.

TEWARDS at the Laurel race 
S track aggravated any griev- 

ances the patrons might have 
had when they barred the entry of 
Mrs. W. J. Howard’s 4-year-old colt 
Chink last Wednesday for the re- 
mainder of the meeting after the 
horse had won his start the pre- 
vious day. 

Usually such a move can be com- 
mended as furthering the campaign 
to rid racing of questionable per- 
formances, but in view of other 
form reversals at Laurel it appears 
that Mrs. Howard has been singled 
out as the only victim to the exclu- 
sion of other owners,. including 
some of racing’s well-known mil- 
lionaires who are equally as culpa- 
ble as Mrs. Howard. 

While the disappointing races of 
Blondin and The Clown were ac- 
cepted without a murmur by the 
stewards, the matter of barring 
Mrs. Howard’s Chink was consum- 
mated with little delay. Blondin 
is owned by Harry Payne Whitney, 
one of the wealthiest men engaged 
in racing. The Clown is the prop- 
erty of the Audley farms, owned by 
the Jones Bros., another of racing’s 
most powerful establishments. 

The fact that Blondin and The 
Clown raced under the colors of 
millionaire owners had a bearing on 
the sanction of their disappointing 
races by the stewards it would seem 
as a result of the apparent dis- 
crimination in favor of these 
wealthy owners. 


That there was occasion for 
the penalizing of the owner of 
Chink is not disputed, but vir- 
tually similar causes were 
overlooked in the cases of 
Blondin and The Clown. Harry 
Payne Whitney and the Jones 
Bros. are not infallible. 
Horses are as liable to race 
dismally in their colors as well 
as in the colors of many other 


stables. 
WNERS of these race horses 
O are not directly to blame. 
There are many intervening 
causes that might affect the run- 
ning of a race horse. But there are 
no excuses for stewards derelict in 
their duty. It is upon these men 
that the integrity of racing is great- 
ly dependent. Favoritism, such as 
has been apparent of late at Laurel 
will undermine the confidence in 
the sport as effectively as any vice. 
The circumstances that attended 
the poor performances of Chink, 


Blondin and the Clown were simi- |.

Julius H. Barnes, vice president 
for the United States of the Inter- 
national Chamber of Commerce, 
yesterday came out in support of 
the international plan and at the 
same time stated that ‘America’s 
protective tariff would not be in- 
volved. 

‘European recovery and restored 
employment have been retarded by 
prohibitive tariff barriers erected 
particularly at the new frontiers of 
Burope,” said Mr. Barnes. 

“Tt is as if Minnesota iron ore 
was barred from Pittsburgh mills 
by insurmountable tariffs or as if 
Kansas wheat could not flow freely 
to New York mills. The declara- 


tion that barriers should be framed 
not needlessly to obstruct the flow 


of international trade has no po- 
litical coloring whatever. World 
opinion has generally accepted the 
declaration of American business 
men that a proper protective tariff 
for America preserves the higher 
wage scales and higher living 
standards of America until other 
peoples will advance to that same 
level, 

“The world is clearly stabilizing 
International trade is growing. 
Higher freight rates reflect this in- 


creasing volume. The International 
Chamber of Commerce, with busi- 
ness organization membership of 
40 countries, has for months, 
through a central committee and 
national subcommittees, been study- 
ing the question of trade barriers 
which stand in the way of full 
European recovery.” 


Personne] of American Committee. 


The American committee con- 
sists of Mr. Barnes, chairman; 
Walker D. Hines, former director 
general of railroads; F. Edson 
White, president of Armour & Co.; 
Cc. F. Weed, banker; John N. 
Willys, automobile manufacturer. 
Roland W. Boyden, formerly un- 
official representative of the United 
States with the reparations commis- 
sion, is the American member of 
the central committee. 

The manifesto, signed by world 
financiers and others, represents 
what the International Chamber of 
Commerce believes to be a state- 
ment of overstacles to overcome. 
The remedy which the international 
chamber will seek to apply will be 
discussed at a meeting in Stock- 
holm next June. Six of the sub- 
jects which the American commit- 
tee expects to see taken up at that 
time are: 

Decline of purchasing power, de- 
preciation of currenc ies and insta- 
hility of exchanges, political insta- 
bility and lack of sec urity, discrim- 
ination against and av ersion to for- 
eign capital and trade. increase of 
customs barriers through creation 
of new political entities, eatrance 
of government into spheres of in- 
dustry and trade hitherto left to 
private business. 

Barriers to World Trade. 


Among the specific barriers to in- 
ternational trade, the American 
committee cites the following 

Double taxation, lack of interna 
tional protection of patents, trade- 
marks and designs, iack of central- 
ized credit information. lack of uni- 
formity in commercial letters of 
credit, inadequacy of the interna- 
tional parcel post, antiquated cus- 
toms classifications, cumbersome 
and complicated customs formali- 
ties. 

The question of whether Ameri 
ca’s protective tariff policy w ould be 
indirectly affected by the elimina- 
tion of tariff walls between Euro- 
pean countries and the consequent 
establishment of an ecotromically- 
united Europe is admittedly a mat- 
ter of consideration. 

Both the export and import trade 
of America might be affected to 
some extent, it is conceded, as the 
nations of Europe with practically 
established favored nation agree-

Meyers Denies Bankers 
Aided League Propaganda 


Kansas City, Oct. 21 (By A. P.). 
Joseph Meyers, former secretary of 
the League of Nations Nonpartisan 
Association of Indiana, today de- 
nied that any “international hbank- 
ers’’ had contributed to the league’s 
cause in Indiana. 

Clyde A. Walb, .of Lagrange, 
chairman of the Indiana Republican 
State central committee, testified 
today at the Senate campaign in- 
vestigating hearing in Chicago that 
a “Jacob Meyers’’ could give the 
names of such persons. Meyers said 
he evidently was the person re- 
ferred to. 

Meyers said he did have a list of 
persons who contributed to the as- 
sociation in Indiana but that the 
amounts’ were all small ones and 
that if any one ever contributed as 
much as $500 at one time he 
‘‘would have remembered it to his 
dying day.’’ 

Meyers. now is editor of the 
Christian, a national weekly of lib- 
eral religion and one of the staff of 
pastors at the Linwood Christian 
church here.
